e that project implementation will bring 
substantial social, economic and industrial 
benefits to both the client’s country and 
Canada. 


This information should be reflected in any 
application. 


Budget and Viability 
Study Assistance 


CIDA’s contribution to a Viability Study is in 
the form of a non-refundable grant of up to 
$100,000 for pre-authorized expenses. Any 
costs incurred prior to CIDA’s formal ap- 
proval are not eligible for reimbursement. 
CIDA will not contribute to any costs which 
are covered by financial assistance from any 
other source, including federal or provincial 
programs. 


The proposal must contain a detailed budget 
which will be subject to a CIDA review. 
Eligible expenses for a Viability Study are: 


A) Expenses Fully Reimbursable: 


¢ return economy air fare for approved 
company personnel between Canada 
and the site of the proposed project;

sionals for services, travel costs of 
return economy air fare from Canada, 
and per diem allowance for accom- 
modation and living expenses at $150 
per day spent abroad; 

® expenses related to testing to deter- 
mine product, raw material or pro- 
cess suitability where judged 
necessary; 

¢ return economy air fare to Canada of 
approved personnel from the 
developing country directly involved 
in the project and a per diem 
allowance for accommodation and 
living expenses at $100 per day spent 
in Canada. 


V. Financial Arrangements

A. Application and Approval 


The Applicant Information Question- 
naire and a Viability Study Application 
must be submitted under the signature 
of the chief executive officer of the 
Canadian company requesting financial 
assistance. 


If a company’s proposal is approved for 
Viability Study support, two copies of a 
contribution agreement will be sent to 
its chief executive officer. If in agree- 
ment, the chief executive officer will 
sign the two copies, affix the company’s 
corporate seal and return one copy to 
CIDA. 


B. Payments and Holdbacks

After the contribution agreement has 
been signed and returned to CIDA, 
the Canadian company may submit a 
claim for payment or a request for 
an advance related to work done 
after the date of issue of the con- 
tribution agreement. Both have to be 
properly documented. Payments and 
advances may be made up to 
seventy-five (75) per cent of the 
total approved budget and must be 
accompanied by progress reports. 


Advances may be made for an initial 
period no greater than three 
months, and thereafter for one 
month at a time. An accounting for 
the first and subsequent months will 
be required before the advance for 
the fourth and each following 
month is made. 


Settlement of outstanding advances, 
either by collection or deduction 
from current request, is required 
prior to making any further advances 
against satisfactory progress claims 
and reports. 


No liability will be accepted by 
CIDA for any additional work done 
by the recipient over and above that 
required to be done under the 
Agreement unless a specific amend- 
ment to the Agreement, authorizing 
such work, is issued in advance by 
the Director General. 


Interest 


Where the Canadian applicant com- 
pany chooses not to request advance 
payments, no interest will be due 
the company for study funds held 
by CIDA, nor will interest be con- 
sidered as part of a claim for any 
payments made by the Canadian 
company from the use of its own 
funds. 


Where advance payments made by 
CIDA are not disbursed as schedul- 
ed, the recipient agrees that the 
ownership of any interest earned 
reverts to the Crown.

3) Final Report and Payment 


Final payment will be made upon 
the receipt and acceptance by CIDA 
of a completed study report together 
with a proof of claim for expenses 
incurred during the course of the 
study. This proof of claim is to be 
submitted in the form of an inde- 
pendent chartered accountant’s cer- 
tificate. CIDA reserves the right to 
request certification by an external 
auditor at the applicant’s normal 
place of business. 


Attached is a proposed format for 
the Viability Study Report to be sub- 
mitted to CIDA. The Viability Study 
Report will be submitted within 60 
days of the completion of the study. 


Sequence of Events in 
Processing Viability 
Study Applications 


The most common sequence of events 
leading to the review and approval of a 
Viability Study proposal is as follows: 


e a preliminary investigative study has been 
conducted with positive conclusions as to 
the interest of a potential partner and the 
need for a Viability Study; 

¢ consultation with the Industrial Coopera- 
tion Program has taken place to ensure the 
eligibility of the study/project; 

e a formal proposal is submitted to CIDA (as 
per the Guidelines for Viability Study Ap- 
plication) requesting Viability Study 
assistance; 

¢ CIDA’s Industrial Cooperation: Program In- 
terdepartmental Committee reviews the 
proposal; 

e if this review is positive, CIDA will issue 
two copies of a Contribution Agreement to 
the Canadian company to carry out the 
proposed study as submitted to, and ap- 
proved by, CIDA; 

e the applicant company countersigns one 
copy of the Contribution Agreement and 
returns it to CIDA with a request for an 
advance; 

e the study may proceed.

In- 
complete applications hamper the assessment of 
the request and may necessitate its return to the 
applicant. 

Any supplementary information, such as cor- 
respondence, studies, reports and articles which 
is available to the applicant and which supports 
the proposal should be included with the 
application. 

The completed request for VS assistance and any 
supporting documentation are to be submitted to 
CIDA’s Industrial Cooperation Program in suffi- 
cient time to allow for assessment.
